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THE  STORY  OF  GENERAL  DEAN 


Major  General  William  F.  Dean,  hero  of  the 
early  fighting  in  Korea,  will  address  the  Brigham 
Young  University  studentbody  during  assembly  to- 
day. 

General  Dean  won  his  fame  not  entirely  as 
a military  geius,  but  as  a general  officer  who  saw 
the  need  for  doing  the  job  of  an  ordinary,  mud- 
eating, foot-weary  infantry  soldier — and  did  it 
gloriously. 

On  June  27,  1950,  General  Dean,  who  was  com- 
mander of  the  24th  division,  was  ordered  to  Korea 
with  that  outfit.  The  24th  division  was  under- 
strength, and  was  forced  to  retreat. 

Uusually  the  primary  concern  of  division  com- 
manders is  that  of  coordinating  the  activities  of 
the  division,  devising  strategy,  and  adjusting  battle 
positions  in  the  rapidly  changing  picture  of  battle. 
However,  this  was  an  instance  of  retreat.  This  was 
not  an  inglorious  retreat,  but  General  Dean  saw 
that  more  than  the  usual  was  required  of  him. 

The  story  of  his  valor  is  told  in  the  citation  he 
later  received  with  the  Congressional  Medal  of 
Honor,  the  highest  military  honor  awarded  by 
this  country  for  bravery  in  military  action. 

That  citation  reads:  “General  Dean,  Command- 
ing General,  24th  Infantry  Division,  distinguished 
himself  by  conspicuous  gallantry  and  intrepidity  at 
the  repeated  risk  of  his  life,  above  and  beyond  the 
call  of  duty  in  Taejon,  Korea  on  20  and  21  July, 
1950.  In  command  of  a unit  suddenly  relieved  from 
occupation  duties  in  Japan  and  as  yet  untried  in 


combat;  faced  with  a ruthless  and  determined 
enemy,  highly  trained  and  overwhelmingly  super- 
ior in  numbers;  he  felt  it  his  duty  to  take  action 
which  to  a man  of  his  military  experience  and 
knowledge  was  clearly  apt  to  result  in  his  death. 
He  personally  and  alone  attacked  an  enemy  tank 
while  armed  only  with  a hand  grenade.  He  also 
directed  the  fire  of  his  own  tanks  from  an  ex- 
posed position  with  neither  cover  nor  conceal- 
ment while  under  observed  artillery  and  small 
arms  fire.  When  the  town  of  Taejon  was  finally 
overrun  he  refused  to  insure  his  own  safety  by 
leaving  with  the  leading  elements  but  remained 
behind  organizing  his  retreating  forces,  directing 
stragglers,  and  was  last  seen  assisting  the  wounded 
to  a place  of  Safety.  These  actions  indicate  that 
General  Dean  felt  it  necessary  to  sustain  the 
courage  and  resolution  of  his  troops  by  examples  of 
excessive  gallantry  committed  always  at  the  threat- 
ened portions  of  his  front  lines.  The  magnificant 
response  of  his  unit  to  this  willing  and  cheerful 
sacrifice,  made  with  full  knowledge  of  its  certain 
cost,  is  history.  The  success  of  this  phase  of  the 
campaign  is  in  large  measure  due  to  General 
Dean’s  heroic  Readership,  courageous  and  loyal 
devotion  to  his  men,  and  his  complete  disregard 
for  personal  safety.” 

After  this  action,  General  Dean  suffered  long 
months  of  imprisonment  by  the  Communists. 

This  is  only  a partial  story  of  the  man  who 
will  speak  in  assembly  today.

Safety  Valve  — — by  the  Readers 


Regrettable  . . . 

Dear  Editor: 

An  item  of  recent  date  (May 
10)  in  the  Safety  Valve  columns 
of  the  Universe  concerning 
some  findings  and  observations 
of  the  habits  of  “Mormon”  stu- 
dents as  compared  with  non- 
“Mormon”  students  is  deserving 
of  comment. 

I wonder  if  Mr.  Kent  Hitch- 
cock is  aware  of  the  strange  and 
untenable  position  he  has  taken 
in  his  article.  His  concern  over 
the  “thoughtlessness”  (as  he 
called  it)  of  students  and  his  de- 
sire for  improvement  is  all  well 
and  good,  but  his  reasons  are  at 
fault. 

His  article  states:  “I  firmly 
believe  that  most  of  these  acts 
(i.e.  stealing,  cheating  or  ‘reneg- 
ing’ one’s  word  ) are  “thoughtless- 
ness.” Then,  after  a rather  in- 
teresting discussion  of  the  dam- 
age done  by  ‘thoughtless’  stu- 


dent stealing  small  articles,  and 
after  recounting  the  thefts  which 
occur  ‘daily’  in  the  bookstore,  he 
concludes  that  the  punishment 
(if  caught)  is  so  severe  that  he 
asks:  “Is  this  gamble  worth  it?” 

Does  Mr.  Hitchcock  imply  that 
there  is  not  a better  reason  for 
bein  ghonest  than  that  it  isn’t 
worth  it  should  you  happen  to 
get  caught?  It  is  as  if  he  said 
that  because  students  don’t  think 
of  the  penalty,  they  are  willing 
to  steal,  cheat,  etc.,  and  then  he 
seems  willing  to  mask  dishonesty 
with  a gentler-sounding  word 
like  “thoughtlessness.”  He  may 
not  have  intended  to  convey  that 
impression,  but  that  is  what  his 
words  say. 

I’m  a little  surprised  that  he 
satisfied  his  own  ambitions  as  a 
moralist,  philosopher,  and  a con- 
tributor to  the  Universe,  by  stat- 
ing the  poorest  and  least  accept- 
able reasons  for  being  honest. 

There  is  a higher  plane.  We 


ought  to  do  right  because  it  is 
right,  and  avoid  wrong  because 
it  is  wrong,  not  because  there  is 
a chance  of  getting  caught. 
Neither  does  it  seem  proper  to 
do  right  because  of  a reward. 
Why  not  begin  to  believe  that 
we  can  shun  wrong  solely  be- 
cause it  is  wrong,  and  do  right 
solely  because  it  is  right,  and 
get  ourselves  out  of  the  infant 
stage  of  rewards  and  punish- 
ments? It  is  regrettable  that  Mr. 
Hitchcock  failed  to  mention  these 
things. 

As  a closing  criticism,  I ask 
why  anyone  wants  to  sugar-coat 
a direct  word  such  as  “dishon- 
esty” with  a watered-down  sub- 
stitute like  “thoughtlessness?” 
Why  devitalize  our  words?  If  one 
“borrowed”  a book  from  the  Li- 
brary and  didn’t  return  it,  then 
he  stole  it.  There  isn’t  any  need 
to  label  it  differently. 

It  is  remarkable  what  we  are 
able  to  do  with  the  English  lan- 
guage, but  in  the  final  analysis, 
when  the  veneer  and  outer  cover- 
ings are  peeled  away,  and  one 
sees  a deed  as  it  stands  alone, 
without  camouflage,  who  then 
will  consistently  deny  that  acts 
of  “stealing,  cheating,  or  ’reneg- 
ing’ one’s  word”  are  most  proper- 
ly identified  as  dishonesty?

If  their  du- 
ties approach  those  of  this  year’s 
directors  (Sylvia  Tyler  for  as- 
semblies, and  Drew  Crowley  and 
Jim  Marshall  for  dances)  they 
will  certainly  merit  more  than  a 
hearty  thanks  at  the  end  of  the 
year.  If,  on  the  other  hand,  they 
are  to  be  simply  assistants  to  the 
first  and  second  vice  presidents, 
that’s  what  they  should  be  called. 

In  any  case,  a clear  cut  state-

Good  News  . . . 

Fishing  Appears  Fine 
On  Local  Waterways

Climaxing  days  of  anticipation 
from  hundred's  of  Brigham  Young 
University  students  will  be  the 
May  28  lower-elevation  Utah 
State  trout  opening. 

With  nine  days  left  until  the 
big  day,  the  hatchery  stocking 
operations  have  passed  their  ze- 
nith and  the  men  have  relatively 
few  plantings  left  on  their  pre- 
season schedule. 

“Practically  all  of  the  acces- 
sible streams  and  lakes  are  full 
of  legal  sized  Rainbow  and  Ger- 
man Brown  trout,”  according  to 
Casey  Bown,  director  of  the  Utah 
State  Fish  and  Game  Commis- 
sion. Bowln  said  that  fishing 
should'  be  good  because  the  high 
run  of  water  will  not  reach  its 
peak  until  after  the  ’55  opening. 

Limits  Out 

Bait  restrictions  are  at  a mini- 
mum this  year  with  the  legaliz- 
ing of  Salmon  eggs,  bacon  rind, 
and  cheese  for  catching  fish.  This 
should  prove  very  interesting  if 
not  profitable  for  enthusiastic 
rod  and  reel  men  who  want  to 
try  something  new  in  the  way  of 
bait  fishing. 

- For  anglers  who  are  new  at 
outsmarting  Utah’s  most  plenti- 
ful game  fish,  the  Rainbow  trout, 
here  are  some  of  the  hofspots 
that  usually  pay  off  for  fisher- 
men on  the  early  opening. 

Good  Fishing 

Sinking  Springs  in  the  area 
of  Strawberry  Valley  usually 
gives  many  anglers  bag  limits 
early  in  the  season.  In  this  valley 
of  course,  Strawberry  Reservoir 
will  be  an  active  place  for  men 
after  big  fish.  For  those  who  live 
near  Salt  Lake  City,  Big  and 
Little  Cottonwood  Canyons  offer 
both  stream  and  lake  fishing  that 
will  be  red  hot.  In  Big  Cotton- 
wood Canyon  Silver  Lake  is  lo- 
cated. Brighton  and  also  Lakes 
Katherine,  Blanche  and  Florence 
are  well  stocked.  The  former  hav- 
ing Rainbow  and  the  latter  hav- 
ing both  Rainbow  and  Brook 
trout.  * 

Near  BYU  the  Provo  River 
will  be  well  stocked  by  the  hatch- 
eries as  will  Spanish  Fork  Can- 
yon creek  and  local  trout  ponds. 

Baits  Help 

Baits  in  use  can,  of  course, 
mean  the  difference  between  a 
mess  of  nice  trout,  a satisfied 


man,  or  a worn  out,  frustrated, 
empty-handed  angler.  The  ex- 
perienced fisherman  usually 
knows  his  stream  and  what  the 
fish  are  feeding  on  during  the 
earlier  part  of  the  year.  He  also 
notes  the  depth  and  clearness  of 
his  stream  to  determine  lure  or 
baits  to  be  used.  Beginners  in 
the  Bee  Hive  State  should  ob- 
serve that  the  waters  in  Utah 
this  year  will  not  be  at  peak  run- 
off stage  when  the  opening  day 
comes  around.  This  means  that 
possibly  some  flies  might  also 
just  take  fish  other  than  the  old 
reliable  worm.  Bait  will  be  the 
best  way  to  get  fish  on  the  larger 
streams.  Although  the  waters 
will  be  somewhat  riley,  a man 
would  be  smart  to  have  in  stock 
some  of  the  following  fly  pat- 
terns: Grey-Hackle-Yellow,  Royal 
Coachman,  Blue  Quill,  Captain, 
and  maybe  a Renegade  or  two.
